balanced diet, Dr. Cox stated fur­ 
ther that when a child is in good 
health, his appetite is good, elimi­ 
nation regular and sleep is sound 
and untroubled. 
A child's appearance can us 
ually help parents to judge the 
Gnte of 
\s nutril.on 
A well 
nourished child has 
good skin 
color and there is a moderate pad­ 
ding of Tat over the bon <s and 
muscles of the arms, legs and 
body. 
Muscles are well developed 
and strong. 
Teeth are good and 
the gums firm and pink,” Dr. Cox 
said. 
That finicky appetite or a tired 
feeling after a little exertion indi­ 
cates a jtos.sible malnutrition and 
the child should see the family 
physician. 
Poor appetite can also 
mean the beginning of an illness 
and possibly that the child does 
not require as much food as he is 
being urged to eat. 
Required as a diet for the pre­ 
school cnbj and those of school 
age. Dr. Cox included milk, fruit, 
vegetables, eggs, moat, fish or 
cheese, cereal and bread and add­ 
ed that' cod liver oil and other 
vitamin preparations are import­ 
ant in winter and early spring 
hut should be prescribed by the 
family physician.

Fast Move me nt of 
Stock Necessary 


Life of the fresh fruit and vege­ 
tab le man is one that demands 
alertness and constant moving of 
his stocks, declared H. W. McBec, 
m anager of the Ab ilene plant of 
Ben E. Keith Produce Company, 
when he spoke at the Wednesday 
noon luncheon of the Hamlin Ro­ 
tary Club at the oil mill guest 
house. 
“Life of 90 per cent of our pro­ 
duce Is only ab dut seven days,’’ 
McRee said, “so you can see that 
we m ust b e ‘on the b all’ to keep 
the stuff moving to the retailer.’’ 
He then discussed various phases 
of the produce b usiness, giving 
interesting sidelights ab out fresh 
fruits and vegetab les that made 
good listening. 
One of the b ig costs of produce 
handling which the average per­ 
son does not realize is the cooper­ 
age or b oxing and other lab or­ 
consuming operations in handling 
of the products, he declared. 
Government regulations are a 
great protection to the produce 
handlers and eventual consumers, 
McBee said, b ecause they set up 
certain standards of quality that 
must b e met b y products sqjd on 
the m arkets. 
Apples, lettuce, po- 
totaes, tomatoes, etc. must meet 
rigid tests of size, color, texture, 
etc. b efore they can b e offered 
for sale.
